SENATE. 


Sacramento, February 7, 
The Senate met pursuant to adjournment ai 10 
a. m , President Mansfield in the chair. Roll called. 
Quorum preseat. Journal of last meeting read and 
approved. 
The consideration of S. B. 27 was taken up, to the 
exclusion of all other business. The day was de­ 
voted to debate. Some of the leading speeches will 
appear hereafter in the R ecord-Union. 
Mr. Georgs made an able argument against the 
adoption of the pending bill. 
Mr. Baker spoke in its favor. 
Mr. W atson spoke adversely to the measure. 
At the conclusion of Mr. Watson’s speech, Mr. 
J ohnson movei to recommit the bi’l w.th instruc­ 
tions to strike out Section 2 and insert in lieu 
thereof: “ This Act shall take effect on the 1st day 
of April, 1883.” 
The motion vA lost by a vote of 27 to 8 
Mr. J ohnson moved to recommit the bill to the 
author with instructions to amend by striking out 
Section 2 and inserting the word : “ This Act shall 
take effect on the first day of April, 1882 ” 
Mr. Pardf.e moved that the motion be laid on the 
tabic. 
Mr. J ohnson seconded the motion. 
Mr. P ardee w ithdrew the m otion. 
The motion was lost by a vote of 29 to 9. 
Mr. J ohnson moved to recommit the bill to the 
author with instructions to amend by adding to 
Section 1 as follows : “ And an Act entitled an Act 
to provide a system of irrigation to promote drain­ 
age and improve the navigation of the Sacramento 
and San Joaqu n, approved March 29, 1878, is here­ 
by repealed,” and also amend the title to correspond 
with said amendment. 
Mr. Sears m ade the point of order th a t th e 
am endm ent was unconstitutional, as not being ger­ 
m ain to th e purpose of the bill. 
Mr. J ohnson spoke in favor of his amendment. 
The Chair ruled that the amendment was out of 
order. 
Mr. Johnson appealed from the decision of the 
Chair. 
The decision of the Chair wu9 sustained by a vote 
of 32 to 5. 
Mr. J ohnson moved to recommit the bili to the 
author with instructions to amend by adding to Sec­ 
tion 1 the provision directing the Drainage Commis­ 
sioners to turn over to the Governor all books, 
papers, documents and property iu their possession, 
and instructing the Board of Examiners to examine 
the books and outstanding accounts and unfinished 
contracts of the Commission, inclose the same, and 
draw warrants for all sums found due by them to 
the contractors to an amount not exceeding $150,­ 
000.Mr. Sears made the point of order that the amend­ 
ment was unconstitutional. 
The Chair decided the point of order well taken. 
Mr. J ohnson appealed from the decision of the 
Chair. 
Pending di cussion on the appeal, the Senate took 
the usual recess.Afternoon session. 
The Senate reassembled at 2 p. w., President 
Mansfield in the chair. 
The Committee on Engrossment reported back as 
correctly engrossed S. Lis. 249, 11, 127, 32 and S. C. 
R. 22. 
The question coining up on the appeal from the 
decision of the Chair, the roll was called, and the 
Chair was sustained by a vote of 19 to 19. 
Mr. J o h n so n moved* to recommit the hill to the 
author, with instructions to amend the bill by add­ 
ing to Section 1 a provision requiring the Drainage 
Commission to turn over all propei ty in their pos­ 
session to the Governor. 
The amendment was lost by a vote of 26 to 13. 
Mr. J ohnson moved to recommit the bill to th« 
author, with instructions to amend by adding a new 
section making mining corporations and owners 
criminally liable for all damages caused by the tail­ 
ings and debris from their mines to the channel of 
any river in the State. 
The amendment was lost by a vote of 35 to 2. 
Mr. J ohnson moved to recommit the bill to the 
author, with instructions to amend by striking out 
Section 2 and inserting a section authorizing auy 
person or corporation injured by tailings or debris 
from the mines to maintain an action for damages. 
The amendment was lost by a vote of 36 to 2. 
Mr. J ohnson moved to recommit the bill to the 
author, with instructions to amend by striking out 
Section 2 and inserting in lieu thereof a section 
making any one guilty of a misdemeanor who ran 
tailings or debri9 from the mines upon the lands of 
another, and fixing the penalty therefor at impris­ 
onment in the County Jail for six months and a fine 
of $500. 
The amendment was lost by a vote of 36 to 2 
Mr. J ohnson moved to recommit to the author, 
with instructions to amend by striking out Section 
2 and adding a new section authorizing any one 
whose lands or possessions were injured by tailings 
or debris to maintain action for damages. 
The amendment was lost by a vote of 36 to 2. 
Mr. J ohnson made a very long and powerful 
speech in opposition to the bill. 
Mr. Enos spoke in favor of the bill. 
On motion of Mr. J ohnson the Senate adjourned 
at 5 o’clock p. m. 
ASSEMBLY. 


S acramento, February 7, 1881. 
The Assembly met at 2 r m., Speaker Parks in 
the chair. Roll call. Quorum present. Prayer by 
the Chaplain. Reading and approval of the journal. 
The following petit.ons were presented and re­ 
ferred : 
By Mr. H olden, from citizens of Mendocino 
county, against the passage of bills for t he reduction 
of telegraphic rates and to compel companies to as­ 
sume the liabilities of common carriers. Corpora­ 
tions. 
By Mr. Bost, from citizens of Merced county, ask­ 
ing for the repeal of the debris Act. Water Rights 
ami Drainage. 
By Mr. Hartson, from citizens of Napa county, 
for the passage of a joint resolution for an appro­ 
priation of 850,000 from the Federal Government to 
dredge out Napa river Federal Relations. 
By Mr. B r a n c h , from citizens of Stanislaus 
county, for the repeal of the debris Act. Water 
Rights and Drainage. 
The Committee on Engrossment reported the cor­ 
rect engrossment of A. B-\ 67, 85 and 84: also, the 
Assembly resolutions of sympathy with Ireland. 
The Committee on County and County Boundaries 
reported back A. B. 369, an Act to proride for the 
formation of new counties, recommending that it do 
pass as amended. 
The Committee on Corporations reported back A. 
Bs. 97, 182 and 303 w ithout recommendation, for the 
reason that the ten days’ time to which, under the 
rules, the committee was limited, had expired. The 
report contained an elaborate opinion relative to the 
duties of committees and the time which should be 
allowed for the proper consideration of hills. The 
committee also reported back S. B. 157, to add a 
new section to the Penal Code, relating to the wan­ 
ton injury or destruction of baggage ; also A. B. 230, 
to add a new section to the Civil Code, relating to 
suits of stockholders of corporations ; also A. B. 
231, to amend Section 309 cf the Civil Code, in rela­ 
tion to dividends to be made from surplus profits, 
recommending that they do pass : also, A. B. 105, to 
regulate fire, marine ami inland insurance compa­ 
nies, recommending that it do pass as amended ; a 
minority report recommended its passage without 
amendments. 
Mr. D el V alle moved that 300 copies, of the 
above report be printed. Lost. 
The Committee on Elections reported back S. B. 
145, to ascertain and express the will of the people 
of California upon the manner of electing the Pres­ 
ident and Vice-President cf the United States, rec­ 
ommending it do pass ; A. B. 365, to add a new sec­ 
tion to the Political Code, relative to election tick­ 
ets and to prevent frauds upon voters, recommend­ 
ing that it do not pass ; A. B. 152, to amend the 
Political Code relative to the election and terms of 
ulfice of county and township officers, w ith a sub­ 
stitute^ recommending the passage of the substi­ 
tute.Mr. Mi doett gave notice that on to-morrow he 
w'ould introduce a bill to repeal an Act to authorize 
the construction and maintenance of a boom on 
Mad river. Also, a bill to encourage the destruction 
of wild animals 
Mr. H artson m oved that A. B. 152 be considered 
out of order. Carried. The bill was then read the 
first time.

Judi­ 
ciary. 
Also, to proride for the conduct, control and 
management of all elections to be held in the State 
of California. Elections. 
By Mr. McCallion—For the speedy opening of 
bonanzas supposed to exist in mines incorporated 
under the laws of this State, and which are now- 
closed against the best interests of the State of 
California. Ways and Means. 
Bj Mr. F elton—To authorize suits to be brought 
against the State of California in certain cases. Ju­ 
diciary.

A. B. 124, to amend on Act to organize and define i 
the powers of the Board of Railroad Commissioners, 
approved April 26, 1880; and A. B. 275, to om<-cd 
Sections 537 and 538 of the Code of Civil Procedure, 
relating to attachments, were passed on file. 


A. B. 255, to compel the use of a brand, stamp, 
stencil or trade-mark on all manufactured commodi­ 
ties; and A. B. 155, entitled an Act for the better 
protection of insurers, were refused a reading. 
A. B. 135, to provide for the deficiency in the ap­ 
propriation for the State’s portion of salaries of Su­ 
perior Court Judges for the 31st fiscal year ; and A. 
B. 145, concerning road poll-taxes, wrere read a 
second time and ordered engrossed and to a third 
reading. 
A. B. 204, relating to the extension of the streets 
along the water front of the city and county of San 
Francisco, and the jurisdiction of the Board of 
State Harbor Commissioners over said streets; 
A. B. 265, to repeal an Act to provide for the sale 
and conveyance of certain submerged lands in the 
city and county cf San Francisco to Henry B. Tich- 
enor; A. B. 175, to provide for the purchase of addi­ 
tional grounds for the State Insane Asylum at Napa; 
A. B. 257, to establish a Boys’ Reform School, 
for the correction and reformation of juvenile of­ 
fenders; A. B. 224 regulating the taking up of 
efltray animals and posting the same ; and S. B. 7, 
to prevent fraud and deception in the manufacture 
and sale of butter and cheese, were read the first 
timeA. B. 2S2, making appropriations to pay R. P. 
Maynard, late Secretary to Commissioners of Trans­ 
portation, the balance of 8 llary due him on the 29th 
and 30th fiscal years, was read the second time, or­ 
dered engrossed, and to third reading. 
S. B. 25, releasing to Wm. Seholle and his assigns 
certain lands in San Francisco, and authorizing the 
Governor to make conveyance thereof, was ordered 
to third reading. 
A. B. 198, to amend Section 2653 of the Political 
Code, relating to the road fund ; A. B. 207, to amend 
Section 393 of the Code of Civil Procedure, m rela­ 
tion to the transfer of causes of action when the 
Judge or Justice is disqualified ; A. B. 176, to amend 
Section 386 of the Code of Civil Procedure, relating 
to the practice on and the action of interpleader,were 
read and ordered engrossed. 
S. B. 178, to amend Section 1857 of the Political 
Code, relating to public schools, was passed to third 
reading.

S. B. 329 (bv Mr. Enos)—If one is acquitted of 
murder because of insanity he shall be confined in 
an asylum, and the widow and children of attp jter- 
son who has been or who may be killed by another, 
whether the person who has committed the h< mi 
ctde be insane or not, shall be entitled to bring 
jo nt nr several actions against the slayer, which ac­ 
tion shall not abate by reason of the death either <-f 
the slayer or of the plaintiff or plaintiffs, hut sucli 
death may he suggested on the record, anti the ac­ 
tions commenced or continued against the personal

Whenever any person shall be acquitted of the 
crime of murder or manslaughter, on the ground of 
self-dcfenBe, the Judge, if he think that the accused 
could have sufficiently defended himself without 
slaying the person kited, shall issue a certificate to 
that effect, and such certificate may he given in evi­ 
dence on the trial of anv action for damages by the 
widow or children. 
S. B. 326 (by Mr. West)—Is a bill declaring that 
any one committing murder, while temporarily in­ 
sane, shall, on conviction, lie examined hy the 
Commissioners of Lunacy, ami on their evidence he 
confined in the Asylum for the Insane for a p>eriod 
of not less than one year nor longer than five years, 
unless further evidences of insanity are developed 
during this time. Any jverson committing the 
crime of murder while insane, if the insanity is 
hereditary, shall, on conviction thereof, and ex 
animation by the Commissioners of Lunacy, he 
confined in the Asylum for the Insane during his 
natural life. 


MERITED FATE. 
A “ Bad Man from Bodie ” Executed by a 
Mob. 
[Bodie Free Press, February 5th.J 
Salmon, alias Matías Alcantar, a Mexi­ 
can desperado, who figured in two shoot­ 
ing affrays in Bodie some time since and 
subsequently in a similar affair in Aurora, 
murdered a conntryman. named S. E. 
Mirales, in Grantsville, Nevada, on Fri­ 
day morning, the 28th ultimo, and at 10 
o’clock the next evening the citizens took 
the murderer out and hanged him till he 
was dead—and everybody in Bodie who 
knew Salmon applauds the action of the 
people of Grantsville. No particulars of 
the murder or the execution, further than 
above given, have been received. Salmon, 
or Alcantar, was a typical frontier des­ 
perado, the terror of the better class of his 
countrymen, of belated citizens of every 
class and of the women of the town.

with

“ gun,” and once fired a shot at the 
head of a Mexican in this place at a 
range of only three or four feet, hut fortu­ 
nately the shot did not take effect. At 
another time he got iDto a shooting bout 
with .Tack McTague, at Wagoner’s saloon, 
corner of Main and King streets, and re­ 
ceived a shot in the abdomen. He recov­ 
ered from the effects of the wound, and 
subsequently him and McTague got into 
another shooting scrape in Aurora, where 
.Salmon was again wounded 
For this lat­ 
ter shooting McTague was sent to the Ne­ 
vada State Prison. Escaping from prison 
in company with another convict, McTague 
made his way back to Bodie, where he was 
arreBted and permitted to escape. Later 
in the same evening McTague surrendered 
himself to Mike Toby, messenger for 
Well3, Fargo & Co., who took him back to 
Aurora, from which place he was returned 
to the State Prison at Carson. His antag­ 
onist has now tr.el the fate he has for so 
long a time and to richly deserved.

TEE CITY DEBT. 


The Be- last night said : 
“ It is under- 
“ stood that the City Trustees intend to 
' 1 levy a special tax for the ooming year 
“ amounting to some $92,000 to meet cer- 
“ tain old indebtedness, or past due cou- 
“ pons : and yet there arc those who think, 
"a n d not without cause, as they claim, 
“ that the present indebtedness can be re­ 
f u n d e d at fifty cents upon the dollar in 
• ‘ five per cent, twenty-year bonds. 
And 
1 these people think that this is the better 
“ plan." 
They must be a peculiar kind of 
people who entertain an idea at once 
so preposterous and so glaringly adverse 
to the interests of Sacramento. 
N oth­ 
ing more ridiculouB than this suggestion 
of refunding the city debt at fifty cents on 
the dollar has in fact ever been ad­ 
vanced ; and when the true inwardness of 
it is explained we shall not be surprised if 
the public think it as infamous as it is 
irrational. 
The outstanding bonds of this 
city amount to #1,100,000, and the past 
due coupons to #600,000. 
The Funding 
Commissioners have for a considerable time 
been buying up the bonds at the rate of 
35 cents on the dollar, and the coupons arc 
purchasable at from GO to 75 cents on the 
dollar. 
Not long since the agents of the 
bondholders 
made 
a 
proposition 
to 
the city to refund the whole debt at 
par at 1 per cent, in twenty-year bonds, 
aud it was rejected by the Trustees. 
This 
shows w hat likelihood there is that the 
bond-lioldera would accept fifty cents on 
the dollar, as 
rum or proposes. 
This 
refunding scheme is, in fact, neither more 
nor less than a plan to compel the city to 
pay interest on $600,000 
of past-due 
coupons which 
now bear no interest. 
The bond-holders believe they have too 
atrong a claim to accept any such prop­ 
osition 
as 
fifty cents on 
the dollar, 
but their 
agents 
and 
attorneys 
are 
desirous 
of 
persuading 
the city to 
pay interest on the coupons if possible, 
and that is the gist of the proposal. 
"We are 
surprised that 
our 
contem­ 
porary should, with its peculiar finan­ 
cial views, have favored 
any refund­ 
ing scheme. 
To be consistent with itself 
it ought to have demanded th at the city 
debt should be paid immediately out of 
the fuuds in the treasury, or th at if any 
refunding was to be done it should be in 
six-months’ bonds at about ! b per cent, 
per annum interest. 


THE NEED FOR FLOOD STATISTICS. 


5\ e desire to direct the attention of the 
Legislature to the fact that though it is of 
the highest importance that the behavior 
and condition of the rivers should be 
studied and recorded scientifically during 
and throughout the flood season, it has 
thus far been impossible to do anything of 
the kind, for the reason that the State 
Engineer Department has no funds to draw 
upon for such purposes. 
This is another 
illustration of that penny-wise and pound- 
foolish policy which 
is so 
frequently- 
adopted. Hundreds of thousands of dollars 
are expended in procuring preliminary 
data for engineering purposes, but presently 
a fit of economy takes the Legislature, and 
precisely when there is the most impera­ 
tive need for specific information it is fonnd 
th at the work must be neglected because 
a couple of thousand dollars cannot be 
had for it. 
1 nder a proper system the 
late and present floods would have been 
observed in the most thorough and com­ 
prehensive manner, and we should have 
gathered a mass of accurate observations 
regarding the hight of the water, the ve­ 
locity of the current, the effect of breaks 
in the banks, the formation of new bars 
and shoals, and many other matters con­ 
cerning which it is most necessary that full 
information be had. 
But owing to the 
neglect and purblind parsimony of the 
responsible 
authorities, the 
services of 
the 
Engineer 
Departm ent 
have 
been 
lost to the State precisely when they 
•were most required, and thus the data for 
intelligent conclusions as to the future are 
rendered unattainable. 
It is too late now 
to repair this deplorable neglect, but it 
may not be too late to gather observations 
which will be of great use hereafter, and if 
the Legislature will authorize the necessary 
expenditures we have no doubt that the 
State Engineer will be able to put a suffi­ 
cient force in the field immediately. 
It 
m ust be realized th a t in refusing appropri­ 
ations for such a purpose the Legislature is 
preventing the people from securing the 
information which can alone enable them 
to protect themselves against the recur- 
.rence of disastrous fl oda in the future. 


THE DEBATE ON TEE 
DEBEIS 
BILL. 


The debate in the Senate on the bill to 
repeal the Drainage Act has developed the 
fact th at many Senators consider them ­ 
selves as merely delegates, without power 
to act on their own responsibility, but 
under obligations to obey whatever views 
prevail in their section, no m atter whether 
those views are intelligent or the reverse. 
The idea th at these members are in any­ 
way bound to consult the interests of the 
whole State, or to ascertain facts for them ­ 
selves, and guide their action by these 
facts, does not appear to have occurred to 
them. 
Of course in such cases it is use­ 
less to bring forward arguments of any 
kind, for when legislators do not consider 
it their duty to rely upon their individual 
judgment, but regard themselves a3 mere 
echoes of outside prejudices and misappre­ 
hensions, deliberation is out of the ques­ 
tion. 
Y et it is very certain th at there 
never has been or can be a question in re­ 
gard to which enlightened and faraighted 
judgm ent was more needed than in this. 
It 
is not an issue of the continuance or sus­ 
pension of hydraulic mining, as several 
Senators 
seem 
to 
imagine. 
It is a 
question of the salvation not only of the 
entire Sacramento 
valley, but of the 
harbor and commerce of San Francisco. 
The repeal of the Drainage A ct means 
very much more than the waste of the half 
million dollars already expended by the 
State. 
If after all the consequences of 
the proposed course have been plainly set 
forth ; 
if 
after the most experienced 
engineers have delivered their verdict as 
to the absolute necessity of carrying out 
the works devised—it is impossible to 
enlist or awaken enough intelligence and 
public spirit to secure the further pros­ 
ecution of tbe3e remedial measures, the 
inhabitants of the Sacramento valley may­ 
as well make up their minds to emigrate 
from a State which has not sense enough to 
pro tect its most vital iéterests, and which 
stands and haggles like a greedy peddler 
over a tax of one-twentieth of one per 
cent., blind to every consideration but that 
of saving a few dimes for the moment. 
A community whose members are so 
narrow-miuded and illiberal th at they 
would rather incur incalculable losses in 
the future than consent to a small present 
outlay, because it may benefit some a little 
more than others, has not the elements of 
greatness or prosperity. 
Such a com­ 
m unity will go on, thrusting every burden 
as far from it as possible, u n 'il it has 
driven its more enterprising and active 
members away, and then it will sink down 
to its natural level, and shrink and dwin­ 
dle until it has ceased to be respectable. 
In the present opposition to the Drainage 
Act there is neither common sense nor pub­ 
lic spirit. 
I t has been proved that one of 
the effects of the proposed works must be 
to add $70,000,000 of taxable property to 
the assessment rolls, apart from any- other 
benefits to be expected from it. 
This one 
consideration should suffice to convince 
intelligent men th at the plan is eminently 
sound regarded solely as an investment. 
But when it is remembered th at on the 
other hand the repeal of this bill must in­ 
volve the absolute destruction of full 
$100,000,000 of property-, the resistance to 
the measure appears hardly sane. 
On the one hand is certain gain ; on the 
other hand is certain loss ; yet the advo­ 
cates of repeal assert th at they are obliged 
to elect the loss and repudiate the gain, 
and they appear to think that they can 
create political capital for themselves by 
making this preposterous choice. As to the 
so-called arguments of these men and of the 
press which supports them, they are dis­ 
graceful from their lack of comprehension 
of the issues. 
It is said th at the miners 
should be made to hold back the d c b ri3 , as 
if this, supposing it practicable, involved a 
solution cf the problem. 
We tell these 
gentlemen th at if every ounce of debris 
could be held back from this time, the 
doom impending over the Sacramento val­ 
ley would uot be averted. 
W e tell them 
th a t the injury already done can only- be 
cured by such a general and systematic 
correction of the liver channels as no class 
or section of the community can possibly 
undertake. 
W e tell them th at there is 
enough debris piled up in the cany-ons, be­ 
yond the reach of the miners, to bury- the 
valley hopelessly-. 
And in the light of 
these facts we say that it is arrant non­ 
sense to talk of stopping the m in e3 or mak­ 
ing the miners hold back their debris, a3 a 
means of saving the situation. 
This is a State question if ever there was 
one. 
Half California is interested in if. 
San Francisco is concerned as deeply- as 
any part of the community, though her 
press has not the sense to see it. 
The 
wealth th at lias been taken from - the 
hydraulic mines moreover has been ex­ 
pended there, and now the city which has 
reaped the greatest benefit from this in­ 
dustry is protesting against being asked to 
bear?a small part of the expense of remedy­ 
ing the evils from which she has profited 
so largely. 
If the Sacramento Valley- goes, 
however, the harbor of San Francisco will 
go, too. 
I t will not take many years to 
destroy the navigability- of the Sacramento 
river at the present rate of progress, and 
when thi3 is done the boasted commerce 
of San Francisco w ill speedily vanish. The 
people 
of the Sacramento Valley are 
making this contest in the interests ¡of 
the whole State far more than in their ow-n. 
Our farmers have equities which the Courts 
will assuredly recognize, and there is no 
doubt that they can recover as against the 
miners if litigation is resorted to. 
But no 
process of the Courts can undo the damage 
that has already been done to the rivers, 
and it is the State and not the farmers 
th at must suffer most in the end if this is 
not attended to. 
Legislators are making 
records for themselves on this great ques­ 
tion which will ‘appear more im portant as 
time passes. 
However the question is 
viewed now, the powers of N ature in 
operation will force upon the whole State 
an appreciation of its gravity sooner or 
later. 
And when the tru th is recognized, 
perhaps too tardily- for the public welfare, 
those who now oppose the application of 
scientific remedies will realize that they 
made a fatal blunder, even regarding it 
from the most selfish and narrow stand­ 
point. 


THE PROPOSED STATE SCHOOL OF IN­ 
DUSTRY. 


Assemblyman H artson has introduced a 
bill to establish a State School of Industry-, 
for the reclamation of vicious boys. 
The 
principles cf the bill are taken from the 
reformatory laws of several Eastern States. 
The system resembles the celebrated Crof- 
ton or Irish Prison system. 
Classification 
j of the inmates is provided for, and there are 
I three grades. 
The first commitment is to 
the middle grade, whence the boy may go 
either up or down, as his conduct decides. 
Rewards and punishments constitute a lead­ 
: ing feature of the place, and as regards the 
general method, experience w arrants the 
belief that they would work well. 
There 
can be" no serious question as to the need 
for some institution of this kind. 
We 
have a large class cf vicious boys. 
They 
are prone to the commission of criminal 


acts, and as things are they can only be 
dealt w ith by- sending them to the Peni­ 
tentiary. 
To do that, however, is to ren­ 
der their reclamation hopeless, for th e ! 
State Prison is and always has been a Col­ 
lege of Vice, from which young men almost 
invariably graduate confirmed criminals. 
Concerning the need of some reforma­ 
tory institution there can therefore be no 
controversy; bnt when we inquire how 
such an institution is to be organized and 
governed we at once find ourselves in­ 
volved in difficulties. 
I t may be stated 
as indispensable conditions of any success­ 
ful legislation on this subject that the 
proposed institution shall be entirely free 
from political control or interference, and 
that it shall he under the management of 
skilled penologists. 
I t is really not worth 
while to discuss the question at all unless 
both these conditions are guaranteed at 
the outset. 
We have had bitter experi­ 
ence in the past of the utter futility of all 
attem pts to introduce penal reforms in 
this State so loDg as the politicians are 
allowed to control the business. 
W e are 
uot willing to waste any m#re time or to 
prepare any further disappointments for 
ourselves and the public by supporting 
measures concerning which there is the 
least doubt on the points mentioned. 
Mr. 
Hartson proposes to make the State Board 
of Education the Directors of the School 
of Industry. 
We cannot admit the appo­ 
siteness of this selection. The State Board 
of Education ¡3 supposed to be well in­ 
formed in regard to public education, but 
it is not 3upj»osed to know anything about 
penology. 
To pnt the control of such an 
institution into such hands appears to ns 
in no way preferable to placing it in the 
hands of almost any- Board chosen hap­ 
hazard, or chosen from political motives. 
A special Board of Directors would, in 
our opinion, be required, but we candidly 
confess that we do not know how such a 
Board could be chosen so as to avoid the 
dangers which it is neceasarv to steer clear 
of. 
As this Board has the appointment of 
the Superintendent and all the officers, it 
is clear th at the character of the institu­ 
tion would depend entirely upon its consti­ 
tution, and it is precisely at this point 
th at the weakness of the proposition ap­ 
pears. 
We have no fault to find with Mr. 
H artson’s system. 
If it w-ere administered 
fitly- by intelligent officers it might and 
probably w-ould work. 
B ut who is to 
guarantee its p>roper administration ? 
At 
the very threshold of the undertaking we 
are confronted with an apparently in­ 
soluble problem. 
Everything turns upon 
the character of the Board of Directors, 
and nobody can offer any guarantee that 
they will be competent for the work, or 
th at they- will administer it in the spirit 
of the law. 
I t is possible to secure a trained penol­ 
ogist for Superintendent, but however able 
he might be he would be at the mercy of 
the Board, and if it was ignorant or per­ 
verse, or friendly to the spoils system, it 
would soon drive him away. 
As the case 
stands, therefore, we do not see our way- 
clear to the successful inauguration of any 
such enterprise. 
W e recognize fully the 
need th at exists for it. 
W e realize that no 
question of expense ought to be considered 
a fatal objection to it. 
W e know th at the 
existing conditions are steadily and rapidly 
turning our hoodlums into habitual and 
hopeless criminals. 
W e are aware th at the 
State Prison is no place for young offend­ 
ers. 
But until and unless some assurance 
can be obtained th at the blighting hand of 
greedy offioe-hunters shall not be laid upon 
the proposed institution, and until some 
guarantee can be secured for the fair and 
unhampered trial of scientific reforma­ 
tory methods, we are compelled to say that 
we cannot view any such proposition with 
hope, or recommend it as a possible rem­ 
edy for the evils we deplore. 


TEE FARMER'S CONVENTION. 


A convention cf farmers m et in San 
Francisco last Friday to discuss the wheat 
situation. 
They agreed th at the borrow­ 
ers of money on wheat should pay the tax, 
and they passed resolutions asking the 
Legislature to enact a law doing away 
with the double taxation now imposed 
upon them. 
As this double taxation is 
required by the Constitution it is not 
perceptible w hat help the Legislature can 
afford the grain-growers in the premises. 
It is,however something to know th at the 
farmers, who so vehemently declared that 
there was no double taxation in the new 
Constitution, have determined at last th at 
they were mistaken, and th at they them ­ 
selves have been caught in the springe 
which was set for their neighbors. 
Con­ 
siderable discussion was had in the con­ 
vention 
on 
the 
amount 
of 
wheat 
in 
the 
State 
at 
the 
present 
time, 
and 
a 
committee 
appointed 
for th at purpose reported that the surplus 
on haDd February 1st amounted to 657,­ 
000 tons. 
It will be observed th at this 
estimate comes much nearer th at of the 
Record-Union than th at of the San Fran­ 
cisco Produce Exchange, and it is probably 
as near the fact as can be expected. 
Some 
day perhaps the farmers will perfect ar­ 
rangements by- which they can ascertain 
exactly what the wheat crop amounts to, 
aud then they will not be liable to panics 
and at the mercy of bear movements in the 
m arket. 
A committee from the Board of 
Trade made addresses in favor of the 
Nicaragua Canal, but as it was adm itted 
th at this enterprise could not relieve the 
present dilemma of the farmers they did 
not appear to take much interest in it. 
The question of transportation remains 
undecided for the present, so far as we can 
ascertain.-

THE SHIP RAILWAY. 


Captain Eads appears to be making real 
progress with his ship railway project, hav­ 
ing received the approval of a Congressional 
committee for a bill granting his inter- 
oceanic railway company a Government 
guarantee of five per cent, interest on a 
capital of fifty millions, the said guarantee 
to be withheld until he has demonstrated 
his ability to carry a vessel weighing with 
her cargo not less than two thousand tons, 
at the rate of six miles an hour. 
A t the 
completion of the first ten miles the Gov­ 
ernm ent is to pay the first installm ent, and 
so at the completion of each succeeding ten 
miles. 
The consideration is to be the con­ 
tract of the company to carry all the mails 
and Government ship6 and material free of 
cost. 
It remains to be seen whether Con­ 
gress will accept this bill, but it is evident 
th at if it does the ship railroad will soon 
be begun. ___________________

WATER FAMINE FEAF.ED. 
A Scarcity Now Existing in New York 
and Vicinity. 
[By Telegraph.] 


N e w Y o r k , February 6th.—The depth of 
water in the Croton reservoirs has been less­ 
ened ill a short time from 28 to 23 feet, and 
the Department of Public Works orders that 
the consumption shall not exceed the supply 
of the aqueduct. 
The Croton river is only 
running about 45,000,000 gallons daily, mak­ 
ing it necessary to draw .51,000,000 gallons 
from the storage reservoirs. The Water In ­ 
spectors are preventing the waste, and every­ 
thing is being done to avert what may be a 
great public calamity. A scarcity of water 
is now actually felt in this city and many ad­ 
joining localities, and some actual suffering, 
and many experiments are being reported to. 
A t the same time sickness increases.

A T eacher’s Complaint.-—1There is a 
great deal of truth and common-seqse in 
this complaint of an Indiana teacher : 
“ Now run over a programme: Reading, 
writing, spelling, arithmetic, geography or 
history, language, music, drawring and 
science. 
A lesson in each, except perhaps 
the last, to be studied and recited each 
day. 
Five and a half hours is the average 
length of a school day, an allowance of half 
an hour to each study, both for its prepara­ 
tion and recitation. 
Is it any wonder that 
pupils get a sm attering of many things and 
master nothing ? 
It is not possible for the 
immature mind of a child to be spread over 
so much surface, hurried so from one sub­ 
ject to another, and accomplish anything. 
The new way is scarcely better than the 
old. 
That compelled the child to spend 
time upon things not needed in practical 
life, but the study was a discipline for the 
mind. 
Honrs, perhaps days, were spent 
on a single difficult problem, but when it 
was accomplished more had been gained 
than the answer to th at problem. 
Now no 
pupil can 8¡>end time to work o at euch a 
problem, or he is left behind in the race for 
promotion.”

For the last ten days the walls of Paris 
have appeared to be having a masquerade 
all to themselves. 
On these last two Sun­ 
days have taken place the elections for the 
Municipal Council, and the aspirants to this 
public office have had their addresses to 
their constituents printed on bills of all the 
different colors and shades discovered or 
invented up to the present day. 
It seems 
difficult for Americans to realize that elec­ 
tions are going on, for there Í3 no excite­ 
m ent in the street, so little talk indoors, no 
stump speeches ever heard; in fact, none of 
th at glorious agitation w’hich stirs up the 
patriotism in your heart and, like an epi­ 
demic, seizes upon all and whirls the in­ 
different even into the vortex. Every post, 
pillar, stoue or w'oodeu wall or inclosure, 
is dressed in the most gorgeous fashion in 
revenge of the stringent laws which pro­ 
hibit every other sort of demonstration, 
and the effect is both curious and brilliant. 
Tue only evidence of a step gained in the 
direction of liberty is the freedom with 
which the candidates express themselves, 
and one of the grandest lessons which has 
ever been taught iu liberty’s name has been 
conned by the French government of to ­ 
day—th at compulsion forces growth in a 
wrong direction, whereas freedom adjusts 
tilings to the laws of N ature, for, although 


t h e c o m m u n is t s 
Have been allowed full action to form com­ 
mittees, name their candidates and pro­ 
claim their revolutionary principles, of so 
little service are they now considered since 
the firm establishment of the Republic, 
that not a single one of their candidates up 
to the present moment has been elected. 
The Communists who have returned to 
their native land with the idea that there 
is still an Empire in existence which should 
be demolished by force of arms, find them ­ 
selves mistaken, and that, since the French 
population have obtained w hat they have 
long asked for, they are satisfied, and have 
no need of social disorder occurring in their 
interests. 
Louise 
Michel 
is 
indignant 
at 
the 
result 
of 
the 
elections, and 
through thtjeolumau of La Revolution Social, 
a journal to which she is one of the princi­ 
pal contributors, she has manifested her 
intention of abandoning the political tield 
altogether, thoroughly disgusted with the 
bourgeois propensities of the populace. 
Hei denunciations of Gambetta have not 
found an echo, as she thought she had a 
right to expect, and in a recent meeting, 
during her tirade against the President of 
the Chamber, she was obliged to not only 
leave the stand but the hall, so great was 
the indignation she aroused. 
On her arri­ 
val from Caledonia it was proposed to 
nominate her as a member of the Munici­ 
pal Council, but the idea was not dwelt 
upon, and nothing more was heard of it. 
The ship bringing the last of the amnestied 
entered the harbor of Brest some days ago, 
liearing some of the most noted characters 
of the Commune, among them Trinquet, 
who, with the exception of Louise Michel, 
was almost the only one who had the 
courage to accept the responsibility of his 
acts before the Council of W ar. 
He did 
not hesitate to answer yes to all the ac­ 
cusations brought against him, and insisted 
th at the Commune was instituted only in 
the interests of the French people, aud 
should he ever come into possession of his 
liberty, he would act in the same manner, 
and yet he knew th at his life was at stake. 
This candor, sincerity and good faith 
earned for him the admiration of his ene­ 
mies and the affection of his comrades, and 
has given him an importance among them 
that his mental acquirements would never 
obtain, for Trinquet is 


a s im p le w o r k m a n 
W ith but limited education. 
On bis re­ 
turn to Paris he stated at a public meeting 
that their work wa3 all to be done over 
again, th at another revolution was neces­ 
sary to conquer the liberties of the people, 
but since the result of the elections has 
taught him that Paris does not wish to w it­ 
ness any more revolution, he has explained 
his meaning more fully before another pub­ 
lic assembly, by saying that when he spoke 
of revolution he had no reference to revo­ 
lution through force of arms, but a peacea­ 
ble one performed by arguments, persist­ 
ant demands aud harmonious coalition of 
the working people. 
There has been a 
rath er wide split in the party, for the earn­ 
est Republicans who took part in the Com­ 
mune with the hope of definitely estab­ 
lishing 
the 
Republic, have separated 
from their companions, who persist in still 
advocating certain exaggerated social re­ 
forms which are alarming to property 
holders. 
The Navariu brought back to 
France 245 exiles, who, w ith few excep­ 
tions, immediately directed their steps to­ 
wards Paris, where the committee for their 
relief met them at the depot, offered them 
a good dinner and paid to each ten francs. 
They were on their arrival besieged by So­ 
cialists, who endeavored to drag them to 
auother banquet prepared by them, and to 
persuade them not to go to those bour­ 
geois, designating as sucn Louis Blanc and 
others of the organized committee. 
An 
incident 
very much affected the w it­ 
nesses present. 
A young man, going up 
to one of the new arrivals, asked him if 
he 
could tell him anything about an 
amnestied man named Girard. 
“ \e s , 
aswered he. 
“ W hy?” 
“ Because I am 
his son,” said the young man. 
“ Oh, my 
poor little boy, embrace me,” exclaimed 
the amnestied. 
“ Why, I did not recog­ 
nize you, you have grown to be such a 
tall tellow now.” 
The Socialist commit­ 
tee had had cards distributed for their 
banquet at Brest, so that on arriving at 
Paris each one possessed of a card had 
only to present it at the Hotel de Nor­ 
mandie to be adm itted at

And so great was the number that they 
had to divide the party in two houses, so 
that the banquet prepared by Louis Blanc 
and his colleagues was in consequence but 
slimly attended. 
A fter all present had 
been regaled, Louis Blauc made a little 
speech to hem, saying: “ It is with keen 
emotion that I bid you welcome. 
For a 
very long time we suffered through your 
sufferings, but we did all we could to put 
an end to your tears. 
This bright day has 
at last arrived. 
I greet you ! 
Here we 
are now all reunited to work and cause the 
Republic to bear such fruits which ail 
have a right to expect of her.” 
Another 
im portant member of the Commune, whom 
the Navarin has brought back to France, is 
Lullier, whose home is at Brest. 
On his 
arrival at Caledonia he wonld never con­ 
sent to having the uniform put on him, 
anil so great was his physical strength that 
they were never able by force to com­ 
pel him to don it, so that he spent 
ten 
years 
in 
a 
dungeon, where any 
other man less 
strong than he would 
have expired long ago 
from 
the 
se­ 
vere 
treatm ent 
he 
received. 
He 
is 
stated to be the natural son of 
Jules 
Favre, bnt he is thought by his friends to 
be somewhat insane. 
He is possessed of 
remarkable physical force, and before the 
war with Prussia broke out he was wont, 
in his native city of Brest, to amuse the 
frequenters of the cafes with his great 
strength. 
He would, while seated, raise 
some six or more chairs piled one on the 
other with his feet, a position whioh, w ith­ 
out weight upon them, is both difficult and 
painful. 
On one occasion he learned that 
Paul de Cassagnac had said something dis­ 
paraging about Jules Favre, when he went 
to hinC threw him down, beat him, and 
then, taking him up in his arms as though 
he were an infant, thrust him into a closet 
and turned the key. 
Paul de Cassagnac 
screamed and hallooed at the top of his 
voice, when he was heard by a neighbor 
and released, else he would have sm oth­ 
ered to death. 


DURING THE COMMUNE 
Lullier was commander of a brigade, but 
he grew extravagant and wild in his de­ 
nunciations—in fact, no one was safe from 
his suspicions—-and so exceedingiy danger­ 
ous and troublesome did he become that he 
j was arrested and imprisoned by his com­ 


rades, who had grown afraid of hinb 
Since his return to Brest, Lnllier has made 
a very elaborate and eloquent speech, but 
which has left much to be desired with re­ 
gard to pacific intentions. 
He finished his 
speech by saying that many obstacles re­ 
mained to be vanquished, many shackles 
to be broken ; that many barriers still rose 
up before them, but the barriers would 
fall—oh mal/teur aux barrieres.' Many 
persons profess in these words to interpret 
a direct threat against the life of Gam­ 
betta, and as Lullier is estimated as half 
lunatic by the greater number of persons 
who are acquainted w ith him, much fear is 
entertained th at he may at no distant day 
draw a revolver on the eminent orator of 
France. 
ROCHEFORT 
Doe3 not seem after all to have lost much 
ground with the Socialists, who appear to 
regard him, since his skirmish with Gam­ 
betta, as a victim cf iinportunism and 
jealousy. 
At the funeral the other day of 
Theisz, a former member of the Commune, 
H enry Rochefort made an eloquent speech, 
which was very enthusiastically applauded 
by all present. 
Theisz was employed on 
the I ntransbjeant, and was much esteemed. 
Rochefort said, in his little speech, that 
Theisz had remained a workman until his 
last hours, which title he had ioudly boast­ 
ed of, and that in fact his loyal nature 
possessed all the virtues of the working 
people—perseverance, courage and mod­ 
esty. 
Should Louise Michel leave the po­ 
litical field, 
Rochefort will remain the 
principal leader of the Socialist party. 
At 
the arrival of the last amnestied Louise 
Michel was at the. depot to meet them, 
where she encountered Clemeneeau, whom 
she reproached for not attending Blanqui's 
funeral, when lie then informed her he was 
nut at all with her—that their ideas and 
opinions of poiitieal subjects widely’ dif­ 
fered. 
There then emued a lively alterca­ 
tion, when Louise Michel ended by calling 
( 'lemenceau a renegade. 
This last election 
has been another great trium ph for the 
Republic, for out of eighty candidates for 
the Municipal Council three anti-Republi­ 
cans only have been elected, and one of 
these refused to consider himself elected on 
political grounds, but as responsible to Re­ 
publicans as well as Monarchists, whose 
votes he had demanded, so that the reac­ 
tionary party can count but two members. 


THE SALON. 
I t was some time ago suggested by the 
Government or the artists that the artist 
themselves should manage the salon each 
year according to their own desire and 
tastes, elect their judges of admission and 
those who are to award the medals. 
The 
artists have been so long dependent on the 
Government administration for every ar­ 
rangement with regard to their exposi­ 
tions, that, like children who are left to 
walk alone 
for 
th e ' first 
time, they 
found themselves in difficulty, and to t­ 
tered right and left before they could strike 
a straight line. 
One group after the other 
met at different places and made out a list, 
and as they all differed more or less, 
and personal animosity or grievances could 
be discerned in the omission of certain 
artists, it was feared th at the Government 
would at last be obliged to come to their 
rescue and steer their bark as in the past, 
but order has been produced out of chaos 
and everything has been as satisfactorily 
arranged as possible under the circum­ 
stances. 
All artists who have exposed 
once have been perm itted to vote, and on 
Friday last a meeting was held at the 
Palais de l’lndustrie for that purpose. 
The 
artists 
have 
for a 
long 
time 
formed 
different 
groups, 
according to 
their 
more 
or 
less 
advanced 
opin­ 
ions in art, and it was these groups 
which furnished the lists. 
In these liste, 
which were successively published, many 
an old artist felt his laureis tremble, for 
the audacious hands of younger confreres 
threatened to snatch them from their brow. 
In one of them the names of Uonguereau, 
J. P. Laurens and Manet were altogether 
omitted, and in the election of artists for 
the jury, the name of the great paysaijiste, 
Jules Dupre, came next to the last, while 
neither Meissonier, Gerome, Leon Glaize, 
Gustave Moreau, Manet and some others, 
out of fifty artists elected, were a t all 
mentioned. 
There are to be considerable 
changes made in the manner of awarding 
the medals, as well as iu the hanging and 
distribution of the pictures, which are to 
be limited to a comparatively small num ­ 
ber, besides the hall3 or rooms are to be 
decorated according to tho taste of the ar­ 
tists, who propose carpeting the floors, 
draping the walls with velvet, tilling the 
corners with flowers, and so on, so that the 
salon may in fact resemble the entertain­ 
ments given at the Royal Academy of A rt 
at London.

A P lan S uggested.—A gentleman sug­ 
gests a plan for lifting drainage water over 
a cross levee which appears to be worthy of 
consideration because of its simplicity. 
It is 
applicable only to pilaces where there is a 
short lift. 
He suggests that broad flat 
troughs in pairs be arranged to be lifted alter 
nately by walking beams. 
These troughs 
may be thirty feet or more in length, and 
swing upon high bearings upon the inside of 
the levee, at the top of the discharge chute. 
T:;e sides should icereas; in bight as they 
approach the heel, and be fitted in the bottom 
with trap doors, or valves, opening upward. 
The idea is that the lowering of the trough 
into the water on the inside of the levee will 
open the trap-door, fill the trough, and as 
soon as the lift begins tbe trap will close, 
and that the iift of the few feet required will 
discharge the body of the water I'ontained in 
the trough into the discharging chute. This I 
he estimates should be as much a3 a thousand | 
gallons per trough, and that each trough ¡ 
ought to make from seven to ten dips per 1 
minute. 
At the lowest figure this would 
make 14,900 gallons per minute for each pair. 
Compared to the Chinese pumps, he suggests 
that his plan is more economical, does not re­ 
quire any greater power, involves less fric­ 
tion, and will discharge a greater amount of 
water. 
The gentleman who makes this 
suggestion has had much practical experi­ 
ence in mechanics, and the suggestion may be 
of value in the present situation.

CARD FROM MAYOR TURNER. 


E d s. R ecord-U n ion : In to-day’s issue of 
the Bet there appears a local ítem concerning 
the le ?y of city taxes, in which it is stated 
that “ at a secret meeting of the Board of 
Trustees ” it was agreed to levy certain taxes, 
etc. Permit me to say that since I have 
been a member of the Board of City Trus­ 
tees no secret meeting has ever been held. 
A t a public meeting, at which James Mc- 
Clatchy was present, with others, the Trus­ 
tees entered into an agreement to levy taxei 
in conformity with the law under which the 
funded debt of the city was created. 
This 
agreement was made to pievent suits being 
brought against the city for the payment of the 
unpaid coupons, amounting to 5500,000. One 
suit for 820,000 had already been commenced 
by George Cadwalader. 
The agreement 
doeg not 
imply 
an 
increase 
in 
the 
rate 
of 
taxation 
or 
a 
special 
tax. 
The holders of unpaid coupons had deter­ 
mined to bring suit to save their claims from 
being barred by statutory limitation. They 
agreed to relinquish all claim for the delin­ 
quent interest of 1872, 1873, 1874, 1875, 1876 
and 1877, if the Trustees would hereafter act 
in accordance with the statute under which 
the debt was created. The holders of the 
city debt can by mandamus force the Trus­ 
tees to do this, anyhow. Now, as to refund­ 
ing the debt, that proposition came from the 
bondholders. ^ It was refused by the Trustees. 
The bondholders proposed to have us refund 
the coupons in four-per-cent, bonds, and re­ 
fund the bonds at four per cent. As to re­ 
funding the coupons and paying interest 
upon them, I am unalterably opposed to 
any 
such 
scheme. 
As 
to 
refunding 
bonds at fifty cents on the dollar at a 
lower rate of interest, I for one stand ready 
to accept at once. If any bondholder, or any 
other public creditor, desires to reduce his 
old claim against the city, for a new one iu 
half the amount and at reduced interest, they 
can be accommodated without delay. 
The 
bondholders proposed to refund at par ; that 
is, they proposed to convert a non-interest- 
bearing debt into an interest-bearing debt, 
thereby increasing the interest bill of the city 
524,000 a year. 
We have been discharging 
the city bonded debt at 35 cents on the dollar. 
The bondholders admit that their refundiug 
scheme would place the new bonds at par. 
The refunding proposition is a device of the 
bondholders. They have not proposed to re­ 
fund at anything less than par, and their 
proposition included refundiug the delinquent 
interest. It is but justice to myself to say 
that since the agreement referred to was 
marie the Supreme Court of the United States 
has decided that municipal property, puch 
as 
water 
works, 
city 
halls, 
public 
parks, etc., cannot be taken to satisfy 
a judgment against a municipality. 
If that 
decision had been rendered prior to the com­ 
promise alluded to, the then impending [suits 
would have appeared less formidable. 
’ 
I shall embrace an early occasion to ex­ 
plain to this public the whole status of the 
city debt. My object in writing this was 
simply to deny that the administration of the 
matter had been by “ secret meetings” or by 
any other than upon open ordinary public and 
fair methods. Respectfully,

W ater 
an d W ea th er.—The river avas 
shown yesterday, by the gauge at the foot of 
K street, to be steadily falling an average of 
about half an inch an hour, and last evening 
had so far receded as to considerably relieve 
the high water in many places along the river 
front where sipage water was in lower stories. 
At the Police Station the water has nearly 
disappeared from the lower floor^where there 
was nearly a foot of water two or three days 
ago, and similar results are noticed iu many 
places along Front street. The river has now 
fallen about two feet, and the high water has 
ceased to be considered as menacing the 
levees. 
The water in the southern part 
of the 
city 
raised about three inches 
yesterday, and will probably continue to 
rise until c-ffective pumping is commenced. 
A visit to Eighteenth and R streets was 
made at a late hour last night, when the 
water from Burns’ slough was found to be 
passing through to the south with a very 
good current. The Board of Supervisors 
made an official visit yesterday afternoon to 
the Sanborn artesian wells, which have been 
copiously adding to the flood of water in 
Burns’ slough. They took with them M. R. 
Rose, who formerly bored the wells, and who 
it was believed could solve the long, inuch- 
lalked-of problem as to whether they could 
be stopped, and thus prevent their volume 
pouring into the city faster than a gang of 
pumps at Y street could raise it over the 
levee again. Mr. Rose took with him an 
armful of gunny-sacks, and with a few 
minutes’ work 
effectually closed 
them. 
There were five wells flowing their full vol­ 
ume, enongh to make quite a river of them­ 
selves. 
So this long perplexing question 
about closing these wells—which have con­ 
tinued to help flood the upper part of the 
city, because the Board of Trustees had no 
authority to close them—has at last beeD 
solved with an expense of prooably less than 
five dollars. It commenced raining again 
yesterday morning at about 1 o’clock, and 
continued at times throughout the day. The 
rainfall to 8 o’clock last evening for the 
month was 2.70 inches ; for the season to 
date, 20 70 inches ; to corresponding date in 
1880, 7.98, and in 1879, 5 inches. A t midnight 
the river marked twenty-four feet and three 
inches. 
A t 1 o’clock this morning the 
clouds were broken and the moon shining, 
but the wind was still in the southeast. 
At 
Blue Canyon it was cloudy; at Emigrant 
Gap, raining, and snowing at Summit and 
Truckee. The barometer was rising at Sum­ 
mit, and marked 23.10.

The deceased is said to have been drinking 
heavily for a few days past, and was in a 
very desp indent state of mind. This is the 
same young man who stabbed and killed 
George Martin in this city on the 12th day of 
June, 1879, and who was acquitted upon trial 
upon the ground that he committed the act 
in self-defense.

FLOOD.

M arysville, February . 7th.—It began 
raining again during the night, and continued 
till about 8 o’clock this morning. 
It has 
rained but little since, though it is still 
cloudy, and the weather indicates that snow 
is falling on the mountains. 
ThJ river is now 
twelve feet ten, and faffing slowly. 
K n ig h t’s L anding —All day Saturday 
the Sacramento river was one inch higher 
than during the flood three years ago. 
Back 
water from the tuie flooded the town, ail but 
Front street, which was covered in places 
from (he river. 
The water from breaks 
above has not reached the town yet, but will 
probably do so this week. 
Loss of stock by 
drowning is heavy, as all the land for miles 
around is under water. 
• 
• T eham a. — The Sacramento river com' 
menced ri-iug the night of the 2d and con­ 
tinued until 3 o’clock on the morning of the 
4th, reaching the highest point ever attained, 
being up to the floor beams of the Sacramento 
river bridge, within five inches of tbe depot 
floor, the highest ore story building at Te­ 
hama. 
Almost every house here ¡3 flooded. 
Mr. Hoy, the railroad agent, provided shelter 
and food for seveuty-five persons at the depot 
fur two days and nights. 
Eight houses, many 
barns, wagons, live stock and two Chinamen 
were carried away by the flood. One county 
bridge is gone. 
The damage to property of 
tl! kind is immense. 
Three-fuurth3 of a mile 
of the track immediately north of the station 
and two miles between Tehama and Vina 
have been washed away. 
R ed Bluff.—The weather at this writing 
is exceedingly gloomy. A strong-south breeze, 
with a heavy mist aud large black clouds pre­ 
vail—an indication of a hard rain to-night. 
The late etorm has done considerable damage 
in our section, notwithstanding the high lands 
on which we are situated. 
The wheat crops 
in many places aro badiy washed out, but 
with a spell of fair weather could be put in 
good shape. The river falls very slowly, and 
is now seventeen feet above low-water mark. 
It was at one time last Thursday morning 
(3 o’clock) twenty-eight feet four inches— 
undoubtedly the highest ever known. A t a 
point twelve miles abuve here, where the 
river luns between steep banks and where 
the channel never chaDges, it was six feet 
higher than in 1878, anti three feet higher 
than in the great flood of 1861-2. 
We are 
all anxiously waitiDg fur papers and letters, 
none having reached this place for over a 
week, except a few times by express. 
The 
railroad is badly washed in many places, but 
is being repaired. The scene at Tehama was 
fearful, several houses being swept away by 
the rushing waters and many submerged &o 
that only that portion above the eaves was vis­ 
ible. 
As far as the eye could reach, looking 
east and south from Tehama, there was 
nothing hut one vast sea of water. Not a 
spot of land was visible save the mountains 
in the distance. A few cases of drowning are 
known. 
R ed d in g.—All the buildings at the United 
States Fishery on the McCloud river have 
been carried away by the late storm. 
The 
loss will be very great. 
D a y isv illf.—It continues raining, and a 
Rtrong southeast wind is playing havec with 
the track between here aud Sacramento. 
Sections of track have been found four miles 
from the line. 
A 6teamer is running from 
Sacramento within four miles of here, pick­ 
ing up track. 
N orth S an J uan.—After two days' cessa­ 
tion a soaking rain commenced falling here 
this morning. The indications are that an­ 
other severe and long storm is again upon us. 
Thermometer 51°, indicating rain at the snow 
belt. 
.— 
S an J ose.—It commenced raining this 
forenoon, and has been showering at inter­ 
vals ever since. 
The sky is murky, and a 
light wind is blowing from the south, indi­ 
cating a protracted storm.

B. Pierce, William 
Corcoran, Pierce k Co., Mrs. M. W. Bowles, 
Gus C. Cutts and Miss Jennie Weller. 
The case of Justice Haines vs. Judge W. 
A. Henry, in relation to the Police Judgeship, 
came up in the Superior Court yesterday but 
was postponed. 
Thirty-three immigrants will arrive from 
the East to-day, including twenty-four males. 


T rain an d B oat.—A passenger train over 
the Oregon Division will leave here at 3 p. M. 
to-day and go as far, it is expected, as Yulia, 
aud there tnake a transfer of passengers, 
mail aud express to Marysville. The boat 
which leaves here for the Upper Sacramento 
thi,-.afternoon at 3 o’clock, will go as far as 
Tehama and perhaps as far as Red Bluff.

PACIFIC COAST ITEMS. 


YValla W alla, W . T ., is soon to have gas 
works. 
Brass w orks have been established a t 
Portland, Or. 
Lake view, O r., has tw o new spapers and 
500 inhabitants. 
The M ontana P enitentiary has fifty- 
seven prisoners. 
Ten sea o tter skins were recently sold at 
G ray’s H arbor for $900. 
Coyotes are said to be com m itting sad 
ravages in Shasta county. 
Seattle, W . T ., expects an enormously 
increased coal trade this year. 
I t is expected th at in 1881 the L tah and 
N orthern Railway will be extended at least 
100 m ilts. 
T he Big Klam ath lake, in Oregon, will 
be navigated by a flat-bottom ed steam boat 
th is year. 
Snow is so heavy a t Silver City, I. T., 
th a t the roofs of houses are crushed in by 
its weight. 
W ashington county, I. T ., is 150 miles 
long, 100 miles broad, and contains 1,200 
inhabitants. 
A large acreage of 
tobacco w ill be 
planted in th e Puyallup valley, W . T., 
during the coming season. 
Along Russian river the hills, which have 
been cleared by lumberm en, are said to 
afford splendid fru it land. 
A Chinam an fell through the ice and 
into a creek at Canyon C ity, M ontana, one 
day recently, and would have been drowned 
only th at his cue floated w ithin reach of 
a w hite man on th e shore. 
“ California C entral Railway, Yosemite 
D ivision,” is th e name of a projected road, 
which will have its initial point somewhere 
on the line of th e C entral Pacific Railroad, 
in M erced or Fresno county. 
A report comes from W alla W alla to 
th e effect th a t while th e body of Thomas, 
the m urderer, was lying in the Catholic 
Church there, after th e execution and b e­ 
fore the interm ent, it w as robbed of a gold 
ring. 
The first num ber of the Pacific Coast, 
published at H ollister, San Benito county, 
by J. S. H ay, has been received. 
I t is a 
32 column journal, typographically neat, 
and its pages are well filled w ith interest­ 
ing local and other m atter. 
The Oregon Railroad and N avigation 
Com pany is preparing for sixty miles of 
road from the m outh of Meacham creek to 
Oro Dell, in Union connty, Oregon. 
The 
Pendleton people have ofiered a bonus of 
$15,000 to have th e line extended to th eir 
town. 
A m an engaged in hauling lum ber in 
M tle3 C ity, M . T., a short tim e since, was 
caught uuder a load which overturned in 
the snow. 
For seventy-six hours he re­ 
mained in th a t terrible position, slowly 
freezin g to death. 
W hen discovered he 
was p a st a ll h elp . 
California is credited w ith a Chinese 
population of 75,025, while Oregon has 
9,500, N evada 7,420, Idaho 3,37S, W ash­ 
ington T erritory 3,182, W yoming 504, New 
Y ork 747, and Louisiana 473. 
There are a 
few more scattered among the other States, 
the aggregate being 101,258. 
There is a w ar going on betw een the au­ 
thorities of N evada City and th e Chinese 
laundrym en. 
The C ity Trustees passed an 
ordinance levying a tax of $10 a q uarter 
on every laundry in town, and now the 
Chinese refuse to pay it, saying th a t busi­ 
ness w on’t allow of such extravagance. 
The M arshal has closed five of th e laun­ 
dries up. 
The Chinese say they w ill fight 
th e city in th e C ourts to th e b itter end. 
A Portuguese nam ed Joseph R. Silveria 
killed his wife by shooting her in the head, 
and th en sought to poison him self, a t th eir 
home near Bakersfield, K ern county, re­ 
cently. 
Three days previous to her m ur­ 
der th e poor woman gave b irth to a child. 
The cause of th e tragedy is unknow n, but 
is presum ed to have been the jealousy of 
th e husband, who had an idea th a t a crim ­ 
inal relation had existed betw een his wife 
and a man named W illiams. 


THE 
ELECTORAL 
COUNT. 


The Full Text of the R esolution Adopted 
in th e House. 


[By Telegraph-1 
W ashington, February 7th.—A fter a spir­ 
ited debate in the House on Saturday the 
electoral count resolution of Senator Morgan 
was adopted. 
Following is the text of the 
resolution: 
F irst—T hat the two Houses of Congress 
shall assemble in the hall of the House of 
Representatives on W ednesday, the 9th day 
of February, 1881, at 12 si., and the Presi­ 
dent of the Senate shall be the presiding ofli- 
cer. 
T hat one person shall be appointed as 
teller on the part of the Senate and two on 
the part of tne House, to make a li3t of the 
votes as they shall be declared. 
T hat the re­ 
sult shall be declared to the President of the 
Senate, who shall announce the state of the 
vote, and the persons elected, to the two 
Houses assembled as aforesaid, which shall 
be deemed a declaration of the persons who 
are elected President and Vice-President of 
the U nited States, and which shall, together 
with a list of the vote, be entered on the jour­ 
nals of the two Houses. 
Second—T hat if it shall appear th at any 
votes of Electors for President and Vice­ 
President of the U nited States have been 
given on a day other than th at fixed for cast­ 
ing such votes by the A ct of Congress, in 
pursuance of the Constitution of the United 
States, if thee, untingorom ittir.gthe counting 
of such votes shall not essentially change the 
result, they shall be reported by the Presi­ 
dent of the Senate in the following manner : 
The votes of Electors cast o a 
day o f 
, 
1881, if counted, the result would be for A 
B, for President of the U nited S ta te s,------ 
votes, and C D , for President of the U nited 
States, ------ votes; if not counted, the re­ 
sult w ould be for A B, for President of the 
U nited S ta te s , 
votes, and for C D, for 
President of the U nited S ta te s, 
votes, 
but in either e v e n t 
is elected President 
of the U nited States, and in the same m an­ 
ner the declaration shall be made for Vice­ 
President.____________

STATEMENT FROM 
PARNELL. 


He Gives E is Views in R egard to th e 
A rrest of D avitt. 
[By Telegraph.] 
B oston, February 5th.—The GLibe pub­ 
lishes the following cable d’spatch from P ar­ 
nell : 
The Government expected th at the blow 
struck at the Land League by Michael 
D avitt’s arrest would be a crushing one, but 
heavy as it is to us personally, we have al­ 
ready indications th at it will recoil upon the 
forces of landlordism. 
The Irish people, in­ 
stead of being intim idated thereby, are 
firmly bracing themselves for the coming 
struggle, and assurances reach me from all 
sides th at there will be no flinching among 
Irishm en in these arduous times if they are 
destined to fail. 
Poor D avitt sleeps to-night 
in MUlbank convict prison, after his first 
day of penal toil. 
He arrived in London 
early this morning. 
Several Irish mem­ 
bers of Parliam ent waited up all night 
in 
order 
to 
salute 
him 
on his ar­ 
rival, 
bu t 
he 
was 
taken away secret­ 
ly, 
privately 
brought 
before 
a magis­ 
trate for recommittal, and ordered straight 
to M ilbank yesterday. 
The howls, cheering 
and signs ot uproarious joy with which the 
British House of Commons, the first assem­ 
bly of gentlemen in the world, greeted the 
news of D avitt’s arrest, made up the most 
brutal and painful scene ever witnessed in 
the chamber. 
W e are doing our utmost to 
m itigate the horrors of Davitt's confinement, 
as he is in very delicate health, but we greatly 
dread the result for him. 
To-day a strong 
reaction has set in after the first excitement. 
The Radicals of England will yet discover 
the mistake they make in condoning the au­ 
tocracy of the Speaker of the House of Com­ 
mons and allowing liberty to be tram pled in 
her own temple. 
Sooner or later the ccali- 
tion of W hig and Tory territorialists m ust be 
formed to make head against English democ­ 
racy, and they will then find how fatal for 
their own freedom was the precedent of yes­ 
terday.

R em a in Q u iet 
[By Telegraph.) 
LONDON, February 6th.—The Irish mem­ 
bers have issued a manifesto !o the Irish peo­ 
ple, asking them to remain quiet and not 
allow themselves to be forced into a conflict 
w ith the armed forces of the empire, 
ffhe 
address is as follows : 
Fellow-Countrymen : A t a moment when 
too many acts of the Irish Executive abrogate 
the law and tend to drive you from the posi­ 
tions of constitutional action, the reign of 
force has been inaugurated againBt us, your 
representatives, hereon the floor of the House 
of Commons. 
A proposal to depart from the 
ordinary and legitim ate procedure of P ar­ 
liament. and to suppress at a stroke the lib­ 
erties of our country, has imposed upon us 
duties from which we could not shrink. 
Strictly and adm ittedly confining ourselves 
within the rules and laws of parliam entary 
action, we resisted these flagrant pDceedings 
only by resolving to oppose illegality. 
On 
W ednesday last, in violation of the laws and 
liberties of Parliam ent, the voice of the Irish 
representatives was arbitrarily silenced, not to 
facilitate any effort of useful legislation for the 
English people, which has always received 
our advocacy and support, but in order th at 
a coercion Act for Ireland might be forced 
through the Legislature. 
Last evening y/e 
thirty-five, your representatives, for claiming 
our rights within the rules and precedents of 
this assembly, were removed by forse from 
the chamber." The scene, recalling the worst 
days of the Stuarts, disgraced the records of 
Parliam ent. 
Advantage was taken of our 
enforced absence to rush through the House 
a resolution which was designed against Ire­ 
land, which vests m an individual autocracy 
the power to deprive us of our liberty. 
In 
the m idst of such proceedings the news which 
reaches us from Ireland daily grows in grav­ 
ity. Meetings are illegally suppressed, arrests 
are arbitrarily made. 
Yesterday, a man well 
known to us and to many of you dnring these 
recent events as a counselor of tolerance, for 
his self-ie8traint and prudence, has been 
seized without warning and flung back into 
the horrors of penal servitude. 
Fellow oountrymen, we adjure you iu the 
m idst of these "trials and provocations to 
m aintain the noble attitude th at has already 
assured your ultim ate victory, to reject every 
tem ptation to conflict, disorder and crime, 
and not to be terrorized by the brief reign of 
despotism. 
If you be true to yourselves 
your triumph is certain. 
To our countrymen 
in G reat Britain we appeal to frustrate all 
endeavors to excite enm ity between them 
and their English 
fellow-citizens, among 
whom many generous voices are even bow 
raised in our behalf. 
Fellow-countrymen, in 
the discharge of our duties here onr attitude 
and our actions have been and shall be iu 
every instance guided by consideration for 
your interests. 
W e ask you, by your orderly 
self-restraint, your unshaken organization, 
and 
your 
determined 
perseverance, 
to 
strengthen our hands in the struggle we are 
maintaining.
